FWIW, the Sangean 909 is all that's it's cracked up to be. I heard the 
fox (with my t2f£d antenna connected) tonight as a test. It's quite 


sensitive, but like most general purpose SW receivers, it could use a 
little more IF selectivity for CW.<g> 


It has a built-in 24 hour clock (and can be set for time zones around the 
world), USB/LSB/AM with 40 Hz tuning on the ham bands (or 1 Khz if you 
wish). It has lots of other bells and whistles, such as RF gain, tone 
control settings, 300+ memories. 

This is in addition to the AM and stereo FM reception with automatic 
station loading (and displays the call signs if the FM station has RDS). 
Also, though I can't find it in the manual, the clock seems to be reset 
by some FM stations (one local station was sending the wrong time). 


There seems to be a computer connection on the bottom, but I don't have 
any info on it (it says 'Data In'). 


It sounds very good for a small receiver -- and it's also a clock radio.

Interesting comparison between 3 different rigs: OHR 400, could not hear 
much because of the strong static and local QRN. I need a noise blanker 
on this rig; ICOM 737A, I could just tell that Ron was there but I could 
not hear him well enough to copy him. This rig has only a single 500hz 
filter but the noise blanker works well; Ten Tec OMNI V, with 500hz 9Mhz 
if filter and 250hz narrow filtering, a good noise blanker and audio 
peak filtering I was able to copy Ron on his first exchange transmission 
but after I sent my exchange his return was too weak to copy completely.

Depends on who they're talking with. :-) The romance languages 
(French, Spanish, English, etc) can get by using standard 
international morse code. Russia uses a different code alphabet 
entirely for "local" chats (I believe), and the "standard" code 
for DX using a second language. At least I've heard of (but never 
actually heard) Cyrillic code. I usually hear JA's working each 
other in English, so I assume they (and other non-romance language 
speakers) use a second language to ragchew. Perhaps a JA QRP-L 
member could fill me (us) in? 


When all else fails, Q Codes help alot. Many DX contacts consist 

of nothing but RST, "Op" and "QTH". You can say alot with Q Codes 
and have very little common language between you. As the commercial 
says, "Know the (Q) Code." :-) 


So yes, many DX hams use a second language (English, French, 

Spanish, etc.) and I'm often xveryx impressed by how fluent they 
are, considering how lost I'd be trying to converse in Japanese 
or Arabic. French I might be able to get by with, just enough to 


embarrass myself anyway... ;-). That's something I never take for 
granted. 


So learn that second/third language, folks! Or at least become "QSO 
fluent", i.e. basic greetings, wx, radio terms, etc. Sunspots are 
coming soon, and it's a good way to make new friends.

FALL SPRINT 1997 

OFFICIAL FISTS FALL SPRINT RULES 

The following are the Official Rules for the 1997 FISTS Fall Sprint. 
OBJECTIVE: To exchange specified information with as many U.S. or Canadian 
FISTS CW Club stations as possible, using Morse Code only, and within the 
time frame stipulated. 

PARTICIPANTS: Any properly licensed amateur radio operator, FISTS member or 
non-member, is invited to take part in the contest. At least one of the two 
stations in each QSO must be a U.S. or Canadian station. 


WHEN: Oct 11,1997 from 1700UTC to 2100UTC. 


BANDS: Operation is limited to 80, 40, 20, 15 and 10 meter amateur bands. 
Work stations once per band. 2-way CW only. 


CATEGORIES: There are two categories -- QRP is limited to 5 watts output 
power or less; QRO is over 5 watts output power. To count as a QRP entry a 
station must operate QRP for the entire contest. A station can not enter 
both QRP and QRO categories. 


EXCHANGE: RST, Name, QTH, Fists number or power in watts. 


If operating in the Novice Bands, you also will need to know the class of 
the station you are operating since Novice or Tech Plus count extra points. 


SCORING: QSO POINTS: 


If YOU are a General class license or higher: 

Each QSO with a Novice/Tech FISTS member is worth 10 points. 

Each QSO with a General or higher FISTS member is worth 5 points. 
Each QSO with a Novice/Tech non-FISTS member is worth 5 points. 

Each QSO with a General or higher non-FISTS member is worth 2 points. 


If YOU are a Novice or Tech, count 10 points per QSO with FISTS members, 
and 5 points per QSO with non-FISTS. 


MULTIPLIERS: Each State or Canadian province counts as a multiplier. Count 
each only once, no matter how many times worked. However, DX countries 
count as a multiplier on each band worked. 


FINAL SCORE: QSO points times Multipliers. Logs must show all exchange 
information, mark Novice/Tech stations worked as /N or /T. Novice and Tech 
station logs must indicate their license class status on their logs. QRP 
stations must indicate their power status on their logs. Logs without such 
an indication will be considered QRO status. 


Sending the logs is what counts and they will be checked for correctnesss. 


All logs are welcome and the format just needs to be something I can 
understand.

Finally made the move (most of it, anyway) ‘from Colorado 

to NH. Just, got on-line and noticed I've been missing the 
start of FOX season! Arrrrrgh!! Got the rigs set up in the 
new house but still need to put up the antlers. 


Tested out the '990 on an internal six foot dipole and tuned around 
a bit on 40m last night. HEY, I heard "KA5T/O ND" calling CQ!!! 

No kidding! Gee wiz, and me without an antenna. BTW, he did 

NOT sound like QRP here. What'cha using for an antenna Larry? 


So, here's my problem. The best place for me to put up an antenna 

is some 250' away from the "shack". The house is wrapped under 
aluminum siding and corrigated steel roof. I suspect the house could 
interfere severely with any antenna lobes. So, careful study of the 
lot 

revealed only the one location (as mentioned above), and 


on the opposite side and end of the building. I will need to run 

coax under the house to get out there. Here's my idea. I want 

to run 130' of coax to a tuner with balun that feeds ladder or 
openline the other 120' to whatever wire antenna I build? All the 
books I've seen talk about baluns at antenna feedpoints, but never 

to match coax to balanced line. Will this work? Will it be more 
efficient than running coax the whole length? Will my losses 

over that distance be too severe to op QRP? How far away 

from the metal roof do I need to be? The structure in that area 

is 55' wide and 42' tall. A major "reflector" at certain wavelengths, 
I'm sure. Also, since I MUST use coax for a good part (if not all) of 
this run, what is the BEST stuff to use for HF?

I have a Mizuho 40m rig that someone gutted out of the HT and put it ina 
box. I would like to try to put the rig back in a HT or walkie type 
enclosure.
